BADLY MIXED. 


THE ORIGINAL DRAFT OF THE CRIMES ACT 
BILL UNRECOGNIZABLE, 


The Times“ to Signalize the Appearance 
of Parnell by the Publication. of An- 
other Document—Enormous Exodus of 
Trish to.America—The Irish. Leader’s 
Health Precarious—An Anti-Corn-Law

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 13.~It may be convenient to 
sum up roughly the progress made in com- 
mittee upon the Crimes bill. According to the 
Parliamentary papers issued yesterday the 
Government’s original draft has become so 
unrecognizable that in order to make the de- 
bates intelligible it has been necessary to issue 
to the members a reprint of the clause in the 
condition to which it has been transformed. 
The six days’ debate on that part of the clause 
which has been passed has swollen it to three 
times its original size. Nineteen lines that 
have been passed have grown to fifty-two in 
the process. Most of the additions take the 
form of checks and restrictions. The bill 
was very badly drawn in order to secure 
brevity and consequent shortness of debate. 
In view of these facts, the charge of obstruc- 
tion is ridiculous, a 

PARNELL 
is expected to appear in the Commons again 
to-night. According to a current rumor, the 
Times will signalize his reappearance by pub- 
lishing another document.

Twelve thousand persons 
are said to have left since April, and there are 
no signs of diminution. ‘‘The people, said 
one visitor, ‘‘have lost heart, and are flying 
from their native land as if it was smitten by a 
pestilence.’’

BEHIND THE SCENES IN AMERICA. 

LONDON, May 138.—The Times has resumed 
publication of regular articles intended to 
show a connection between ‘‘Parnellism and 
Orime.’’ The present series of articles is 
entitled, ‘‘Behind the Scenes in America.’’ 
The matter is the result of an inquiry, 
which, the Times says, it instituted last 
summer, into the relations between the 
American Fenians and the Parnellites and 
purports to contain a number of secret records 
of the Clan-na-Gael Society, obtained through 
a schism in the society and quarrels among its : 
leaders. Among the documents published are 
what is alleged to be Goptes of the constitution 
of the society, lists of its officers at 
various epochs, letters from its past 
and present leaders, secret circulars and 
reports of the society's conventions. ‘The 
Times says its inquiries are not yet complete, 
for the reason that the society has been re- 
organized so that its system of working has 
become a seemingly impenetrable mystery. 
Editorially commenting on its present revela- 
tions, the Times says: It is impossible to 
doubt that the policy of the Parnellites, and, 
therefore, Mr. Gladstone, is ultimately dictated 
by the heads of the society and by Patrick 
Ford.’’ i

ST. PETERSBURG, May 13.—It is rumored that 
Herr Bleichroder’s agent, on behalf of three 
large banking firms in Berlin and four 
in St. Petersburg, has concluded 
an extensive arrangement for convert 
ing the present outstanding Russsian loans 
into new issues with a view to raising Russian 
credit abroad.

This would be an in- 
vestment of $1,240,000, an enormous outlay 
for anyone to make. It was variously sup- 
posed that the purchaser was an East- 
| man, or that he was a Western 
mining king. Some placed the probable sel- 
ling price of the stock at $0ashare or one- 
mal the market price. These were the people 
who have been arguing for several months 
that Granite Mountain 
xo R WAS SELLING HIGHER 
fan fre tmcome from it would warrant. At 
the stock was a 10 per cent investment and 


many hold that mining stocks should be a 30 
per cent investment because of their preca- 
ture.

OF VAST IMPORTANCE. 

At the time this decision was rendered com- 
2 little attention was paid to it, but as 
he time for making returns to the Assessor 
approached several 28 owning a 
large amount of stock in foreign cor- 
porations were reminded that under it they 
would have to return this stock as part of their 
personal pro and pay taxes on it at the 
rate of $2. per $100.

White of De- 
troit, Mich., retaining fifty shares in his own 
name. This is necessary for his qualification 
as a member of the oard of 
Trustees. Of the stock transferred, 
81,800 shares, 30,550 were in his name and 1,250 
shares in the name of his wife. 

In the market, judging by the price of 
smaller lots of stock, this 31, 800-snare lot of 
Mr. Rumsey’s is worth $1,908,000. On this the 
tax at $2.55 for one year would be $8,654. 

MR. RUMSEY’S PRESENT INCOME 

on this stock is $15,900a month, or $190,800 a 
year. Itisa question inthe minds of some 
whether the assessment should be on the par 
value of the stock or on its market value. 
The par value of Granite Mountain stock is $10 
ashure. Its market value is $60. Taxing the 

ar value of stock would work amore serious 
njury to the holders of cheap stocks, or 
stocks in over-capitalized companies 
than taxing the market value woulda 
work to others. The injustice of the law is 
manifest. The market values of the stocks of 
many corporations, and particularly of mining 
corporations, depends largely on specu- 
lative supply and demand. The value of a 
mining stock on the day the return is made to 
the assessor may be ten times what the value 
of that stock is onthe day the assessment is 
paid. The amount of the assesement ona 
stock may be more than the value 
of that stock by the time the 
assess ment ie due. These facts have led the 
stockholders in some large corporations to 
seek the repeal Of the law, but it is not proba- 
ble that anything can done with 
it until the regular «session of the 
Legislature eighteen months hence. 
Meantime it is not improbable that an attempt 
at its enforcement locally will drive the 
bonanza mine owners and stockholders of 
other rich corporations from the city. Said

St. Louis Capital at De Soto—Missouri 
Pacific Officials Invest at Arcadia and 
Propose a Summer Resort — Smaller 
Transactions—Among the Architects. ¢

FINAL SESSION OF THE WOOL-GROWERS’ 
NATIONAL CONVENTION, 


Reports Received From Committees—Thanks 
for Everybody—Formation of a Board to 
Which Legislative Questions Are to Be 
Referred and Which Shall Act asa Lobby 
at Washington—Visit of the Delegates on 
’Change—The State Association. 


The National Convention of Wool-Growers 
and International Sheep-Shearers met again 
this morning at the Cotton Exchange with 
President Robinson of Ohio in the chair. 

Mr. Bell of Summerville, Tex., was bulle- 
tined for the opening address this morning, 
but not being present, it was postponed to 
be delivered before the State Association at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

President Robinson announced the appoint- 
ment of J. L. Thompson, A. L. Taylor and D. 
W. Quittle as a committee to reportupon the 
merits of a pair of shears, the invention of 
Mr. J. 8. Lytle of Marion, Ind. 

The meeting was then addressed by Thomas 
Lee of Philadelphia, President of the Wool- 
Grovers’ Association of Pennsylvania. He 
recommended the enactment of a protective 
tariff by Congress on wool. 

LAWS AND LEGISLATION. 

William Lawrence read the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions, which recom- 
mended unanimity of action by all 
the wool - growers, manufacturers and 
others interested in the production 
and sale of wool to procure the re- 


peal of the present tariff laws upon wool, and 
the passage ofa law protecting the American 
wool interests. They also urged that certain 
remedial laws be enacted to prevent the 
abuse and évasion ofthe present law while in 
force, and to provide the sending of delegates 
to Washington to attend the next Congress to 
influence legislation fn behalf of the wool in- 
terests. They also advocated the appoint- 
ment of an attorney to represent the associa- 
tion before all the United States courts 
and the Treasury Department, and finally 
the thanks of the convention were given the 
Executive Committee and various subcom- 
mittees of the same, to the Cotton and Wool 
Exchange, to the St. Louis potton Compress 
Company, to the Mayor and citizens of St. 
Louis, to the railroads and expresscompaties, 
for favors extended which have contributed to 
the success of the convention, and to the press 
of the city. 

The report was adopted unanimously with- 
out discussion. 

D. E. — py | then addressed the convention 
on the wool interests and the disadvantages 
which they at present labored under owing 
to the law of 1883 and the discrimination by the 
railroads in the freight classification of wools 
and woolen goods. 

AN ARBITRATION BOARD. 

Mr. Wallace followed Mr. Bently and 4 
sented resolutions providing for the — nt- 
ment of acommittee of five, each member to 
be from a different wool-producing section of 
the country, to co-operate with five 
members of the National Wool Manu- 
facturers’ Association, to which should be 
referred all the questions arising in the differ- 
ent branches of the woolen interests. They 
shofild also take charge of all tariff legislation 
and other questions coming up under the 
tariff laws. 

The resolutions were adopted,and the Presi- 
dent stated that he would announce the com- 
mittees later, 

Wm. Lawrence of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was appointed a committee of one to 
confer withthe Committee of Chicago wool- 
growers upon matters of interest concerning 
the wool- producers. 

W. H. B. Thompson was appointed to pre- 
sent a copy of the report and resolutions of 
the Committee on Resolutions to the Sub- 
Committee of the United States Senate on 
Finances, which meets in Chicago next week. 

The convention adjourned sine die, and 
repaired in a body to the Merchants’ Ex- 
change.

LUXURIOUS HUNTING, 


A Model Preserve With a Palace on It in 
West Virginia. 


From the Pittsburg Chronicle. 

W. S. Edwards, Esq., of Charleston, 
W. Va., has been in the city for the past 
few days. His visit here was in the in- 
terest of the Cheat Mountain Fishing and 
Hunting Club. Mr. Edwards was largely 
instrumental m having the club organ- 
ized and is one of the Vice-President. He 
left for his home last night, but before 
leaving was seen by a representative of 
— paper at the Monongahela House. He 
said: 

‘*To-morrow the contract for building 
the lodge will be let. Itis to be built of 
hewn logs and will be 60x40 feet and two 
stories high. It 8 to have 12-feet 
piazzas. nside it is to be finished 
with cherry wainscoting. Besides this 
main building, camps are to be erected at 
various points throughout the preserve. 
At present there are only about 70,000 
acres in possession of the club, but after 
awhile we will have 96,000 acres. Car- 

enters will be sent out at once, and we 

hink the job will be finished within the 
next six or seven weeks. By that time the 
first hunting parties will be ready to com- 
mence operations. Of course the club is 
going to be a success, the greatest in the 
world. 

The property lies in Randolph County. 
It is reached by going to Grafton, then 
412 Here the railroad is left. The 
grade is made to Bealington, eleven 
miles above Phillippi. From there we 
drive to Huttonville. Then nine miles up 
the Cheat Mountains from this town lies 
the plateau on which our game re 
is located. It is five to eight miles wide 
and near the center runs Shafer’s fork o 
Cheat River. It flows through a valley 
three or four hundred 22 wide, and for 
fifty miles we have full control of it. At 
the lower end of the fifty miles we have a 
huge canyon, and itis impossible to enter 
this tract except by the old Parkersburg 
and Staunton pike.

adam three times a day. The table 
shows that there are only eighty-five blocks 
60 wide as to make twenty blocks a good day’s 
work. The width of these is between seventy- 
two and ninety feet, necesitating four trips to 
get a block watered. But everybody knows 
the average biock can be wet in two trips, 
that is once up and once down. The table 
shows very clearly that thirty-six blocks 
a da can be done by a team easily. 
enough. The distance traveled is calculated 
on the basis of 4.1 miles in 8 hours 
20 minutes, or 12.3 miles in 10 hours. 
It will be observed that the estimates 
are carried out consistentiy clear across the 
table from left to right, and when the sum- 
ming up is reached the figures are put down, 
there is no shirking the result. 
. The number of wagons is placed ata total of 
140. Tho difference between this estimate and 
and that of Col. Flad’s of 188 is explained in 
the note. For sprinkling macadamized streets 
three times daily 127 wagons, the table shows, 
will be needed.

TERMINAL FACILITIES. 


Position of the Opponents to the Merchants’ 
Bill Stated by One of Them. 


F. L. Niedringhaus says the position of the 
objectors to the merchants’ terminal facilities 
bill has never been properly statea. ‘‘Wedo 
not object to an increase in the present terminal 
facilities,“ he said. On the contrary if the 
promoters of that bill would so amend it as to 
do away with certain objections toit we would 


be enthusiastic supporters of the bill. We 
have told them so.’’ 

What are your objections?’’ 

„The bill will not give the facilities claimed 
and Main street is not available as a route, no 
only because it would cut through manufacto- f 


ries, but Main street is narrow and could ac- 
commodate only two tracks. And, too, from 
Mound street north there are tracks on Second 
street, and Main street is lined with manufacto- 
ries which, by the proposed tracks, would be 
cut off in both directions.’ ’’ 

Wunat amendments do you propose?“ 

‘*We shallthis afternoon before the Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates offer an 
amendment 8 the route from Main to 
Hall street. Hail is 100 feet wide, and 
all the property east of it is vacant, and can 
be bought at reasonable if not nominal 
prices. r. Mallinckrodt has offered to give 
the right of way through fifteen acres of this 
property if the company does not want to go 
on Hall street but wishes to go farther east. 
The present route would — damage the 
property of the St. Louis Stamping P. 
passing through our rolling-mill an by 
the works, where it cuts off our 
shipping facilities. Hall street offers 
three times the facilities Main street does, 
and at the committee meeting this afternoon 
we shall endeavor to make that plain. We 
greatly fear that the bill will be forced to a 
vote to-night, and are convinced that it passed 
even its will regret it, for Main 
street will not allow of any expansion of 
the business. Only two tracks can be laid 
there while six can be laid on Hall street, and 
as I have said, the vacant prope east can be 
purchased cheap and added to the right-of- 
way. We have endeavored to get the Mer- 
chants’ Company to consent to the amend- 
ment of the bill, but they will not do so. it 
has been suggested in the meetings of 
those oppose to the bill that the 
Merchants’ Company might find it to 
their advantage to look up the forfeited Belt 
Road charter, which might be available in 
part and to such extent be adopted by the ad- 
vocates of the present bill. What we want is 
better facilities than the bill provides for. If 
they are going to lay dut two tracks they will 
not increase the facilities materially over what 
we now have; but by the change of route sug- 
gested they avoid expensive condemnations 
and prepare the way for facilities that in time 
we will need.

POSTMASTER HYDE AND POLICE COMMIS- 
SIONER BLAIR ON REFORM. 


Meeting of the Civil-Service Reform Associ- 
“ation of Miss i—Interesting Expred@sion 
From Two Prominent,Ofiicials on the 
Subject of Appointments—The Police 
Commissioner Talks About Election 
Frauds—Election of Officers. 


The sixth annual meeting of the Civil-Ser- 
vice Reform Association of Missouri was held 
last night a Washington University. First 
Vice-President Henry Hitchcock presided. In 
his opening address Mr. Hitchcock congratu- 
lated the Association on the increasing adop- 
tion of their ideas. The report of Chairman 
F. N. Judson of the EXecutive Committee was 
read. It showed $75.58 in the treasury and 
told of the work done in the 8t. Louis and 
Kansas City Post-offices, the only two offices 
in the State subject to the civil-service laws.

letter carriers, all were appointed to fill va- 

cancies by death, resignation or removal. 

During the year the number of employes in 
the classified service was reduced by four in 
the registry division, and increased by one 
desk at Station C, > and one in the city de- 
livery division, as by instructions of the Post- 
master-General, under date November 
20, 1887. I enclose a list of 1 
(exclusive of carriers): Deceased, 2; 
removed, 6; and resigned, 6, from April 30, 
1886, to same date 1887. The foregoing data 
substantially answer the question, ‘‘How 
many changes in the classified service for the 

ear ending April 30, 1887?’’ The other changes 

eing chiefly promotions and transfers, the 
full record would be unnecessarily tedious in 
this communicatian. 

No occasion has arisen for the discharge of 
any employe on the ground of partisanship, 
and in transfers and promotions merit 
and aptitude have been the governing 
principe. The unclassified service relates 
chiefly tothe First or Executive Division of 
the Post-office, and includes the heads of the 
different departments and those who handle 
money, for whom the Postmaster is respon- 
sible on his bond, together with a few who, by 
the nature of their work, are, under ‘the 
civil-service law and regulations, ex- 
empt from examination. The Super- 
intendent of Mais, the Post- 
office Cashier and the Foreman of the Stamp 
Section are now the same that were incumbent 
when I took charge. The Superintendent of 
the City Delivery Division was then Assistant 
Superintendent. No Superintendent of the 
Money Order Division was appointed b 
last January, he having served as the X 
superinten ent and cashier of that division for 
the period of one year, his place of cashier 
being filled by promotion. The 
ent Superintendent of the Regis 
vision was not appointed until January 15 last, 
succeeding an appointee of one of m prede- 
cessors. Other changes in the unclassified 
service include one teller in the money order 
division, cashier’s teller, two box tellers, 
three stamp clerks and the superintendents 
and money order cierks of the sub-stations. I 
will add that the appointments to these places 
were made in strict accordance with a ruling 
of the United States Civil-Service Commission, 
March 28, 1886, on file in this office, 

You ask for an expression of my own views 
as to the practical working of the civil-service 
law. Originally a firm believer in that 
meritorious iy as relating to the routine 
positions in the Government, I have seen no 
reason to abandon the idea that properly un- 
derstood and carried outitis a splendid re- 
form. It is ey applicable to a great 

machine like the postal service; and I would 
view with great dread a return to the old 
methods. hile it is proper for the appoint- 
ing power to surround himself in executive 
and responsible positions with those in accord 
with him politically or otherwise, the body 
of public servants, on whom depen the con- 
tinuous efficiency of the different de artments, 
should be removed from the vicissitudes of 

. This does not mean that persons inthe 
civil service should be retained beyond the 
period of their usefulness, the maintenance of 

a civil pension list, or that in dispensing with 

the services of subordinates any reason satis- 

factory to the appointing power in the conseil

The Eccentric Lady Creates a Lively Sen- 
sation in Boston.

Boston, May 13.—There was a guest at the 
Parker House that fairly divided attention 
with the dusky visitors from the Sandwich 
The guest, who arrived yesterday 
morning, registered as Mrs. W. A. Emmons, 
She nearly drove a waiter distracted while 
eating breakfast. Everybody knows me 
in Washington, she said, and pretty 
goon they will here. I have come to Bos- 


ton on a strange mission. Iam going to police 
headquarters, because I am afraid emissaries 
are after me. They intend to injure me, and I 
must keep quiet. hey want to put mé in an 
insane asylum, butI shall notletthem. Bos- 
ton is to be my home, and I shall be pro- 
tected in it by ‘the police. I am going on the 
stage and shall become an actress. Don’t you 
think I would be a charming one?’’ 

After breakfast Mrs. Emmons went to police 
headquarters and called on Superintendent 
Small, and whispered in his ear the 
appalling words, ‘‘I am a lunatic!’’ The
